It is an indisputable fact that it ii 


the privilege of every citizen to den 
with whom he please?, whether the 
defiling bo with a rnilroad company or 
with Boraebody else. But it is equally 
true that it is thu characteristic ol ft 
good citizen not to patronize, except i 
be of necesEity, those who have played 
the part of uxiorlioners an«l oppressors 
of the public, And this ia the part that 
the 
Southern 
Pacific Company hns 


playol in this valley ever since its 
parallel mile first permitted it to Im- 
pose "All that the traOic will bear" on 
the people. These words are written in 
no epirit of factious opposition to the 
older railroad corporation ; oppression 
and extortion are the words that moat 
littitizly characieme the constant treat- 
ment of tho citizens of this valley by 
the Southern Pacific. It hae granted no 
favors, nor even simple justice, except 
under pressure, ami it ehould oxpout 
iiouo in return except under similar 
etrees of necessity. 


Xor should it receive them. An eye 


for an eye and a tooth for a tooth may 
not he Kenerally acceptable doctrine un- 
der the new dispensation of things, but 
it prohably IB as wise, nud it certainly ia 
as natural, a method as can be adopted 
in dealing with a recognized extortioner.
